We have been told that wo aro in 
error in stating that there aro 
two heads of tbo Department of Lands 
and Works in this Colony. What wo 
really said was, that "tho Land Office 
seems to have two Chiefs." We are 
well aware that it is not tho fact; in- 
doed, it is, or ought to be, constitu- 
tionally impossible that such a De^ 
pr.rtment should have two individu- 
als at the head of it) but we would 
ask wby aro appearances kept up, 
which tho facta do not justify. Tho 
people have a right to know who and 
what the public sorvants aro. In a 
houaohold tho holder of tho pnrso 
generally enjoyB tho privilege of or- 
dering thoso in his employment. It 
is seldom that tho direotion of a pri- 
vate establishment is left ontirely to 
tho principal recipient of salary in 
thai establishment — and the pooplo of 
this Colony aro not disposed to sub- 
mit quietly for^any longih of timo, to 
bo silent spectators of tho misdiroo 
lion wf ■ their o 

When tho union of the Colonies of 
British Columbia and Vancouver Is- 
land took place, the Governor, to 
whom tho task of remodeling tho 
whole system of government was al- 
lotted, had an opportunity of display- 
ing administrative and statosmanlike 
qualities, such as he will probably nc^v- 
or have again; a work of some difficul- 
ty, requiring great tact and ^delicaoy, 
wasbeforo him, has he fulfilled that 
special duty whiob. devolved upon him 
of ro-arraiiging tho board and remov- 
ing thoee pegs which from divers caus- 
es had become superfluous and use- 
less ? It was nocesgary to curtail ex- 
penses ; tho double staff of Govern* 
mont officials ought to have been re- 
duced by more than one-halt. This 
might have been readily done by an 
Executive,, with the energy and pluck 
to select such of the best out of those 
in tbo employ of the Government of 
either Colony as woro absolutely nec- 
essary to perform the work in the 
variouB departments. Compensation 
Bhould have boon given, where it was 
of right due, to thoso losing situations, 
and their sorvicoa would have been 
dispensed with. It would have been 
a wrench; the pang at parting with 
An old and tried public servant— and 
all tho rest of it, about which so much 
is said and so little is felt ; and by this 
timo the scars loft whore tho brancho» 
wero lopped off would have been heal- 
ed, if the proper retrenchments had 
been made at the proper moment; 
now if a public sorvant who has boon 
doing little or nothing for two years, 
is recommended by ibo Governor to 
apply for an appointment in another

From (he Wreck of tbe Suwanec. / 

The New World returned hero early Sat- 
urday morning via Port Townsend ftorn her 
cruise to the wreck of tbe Suwauoe, and now 
lies at her old bortb witb the remainder ot 
tbe officers and men of the ill-fated vessel 
onboard. By the kindness of hor gentle- 
manly Captaio, we aro enabled to supply 
the particular* of the trip. It bag beeo 
successful, but not very pleasant, owing to 
thick fogs, strong currents, and not being 
able to lia aiongsido ibe Suwanee, added 
much to tho labor of recovering the heavy 
material, Ca.pt. Smith, however, has suc- 
ceeded in savine property to tbe amount of 
$150,000, consisting of all tbo gune, with 
their carriages, &c, a large quantity of shot 
and shell, a lot of tbe machinery, and other 
articles needless to mention, Some of the 
guns were six tcttbouaa under water ; but it is 
not true, as reported, that in raising them a 
ichooner was stove. When Captain Smith 
reached Ibe wreck, the etern nod bow were 
"both coder watar ; and since then, the for- 
nord half of Ibe vessel has slipped off tbe reck 
to the bottom, leaving the after part only, 
visible, and which, if there be no particularly 
rough weather, will remain in ils present 
popltion Borne time longar. The Captain 
speaks highly of Captain Cooper, who pi- 
piloted tbe New World duriog the trip, and 
fully exonerates him from every possible 
blamo in the loss of tbe Suwanee< The 
place, however, ho says, contrary to tbe sail* 
ing instructions to pilots, ia dangerous bolh 
day and night, especially from bad onaboragfi 
«nd tbe heavy swell thut sets in from Queen 
Charlotte Sound. The New World ia ex. 
peoted to leave for San Fraccisoo no Wed- 
nesday.

Letter lrom Mr. Waddingtoii, 

London, Judo 22d, 1868. 

Deab : I forwarded you a few days ago 

by post a copy of tho Times of the 10th inst..

two months, I at last Buoceeded in gelling 
up in the House of Commooa. I also ad- 
dressed a petition to the House, May 25 tb , in 
my own name, on tbo same subjeot, and 
mora particularly on tbo griovances of Brit- 
ish Columbia, I have no oopy of it lelr, but 
Mr. J-nion forwarded odo to Mr. Rhodes, 
who, I havo no doubt, will have bad it pub- 
lished by tbd tiono it reaches you. [The sub- 
stance ol the petition has already uppeared 
in the Colonist] Would you believe that 
tbe Committee on Potilions, or rather Mr 
Cbarlos Forsier aod Mr Bonbarn Carter, who 
are tbs leading members, re'used to have it 
printed, on acaoaot, no doubt, of its telling 
tho truth too oponly against tbs Governs 
ment. I shall have it printed, however, ot 
my own expense.

As you see, I am doing all in my power 
to forward my scheme and Ibe interests of

gar, whilst a special magistrate is in attend- 
ance to judge pickpockets and other offend- 
ers, who are summarily tried and conveyed 
tojail, and is such as is to be seen no where 
else ia the world.

Montqomkrt, Ala., Acg 4— House passed 
tbe bill allowing acceBa of all colored people 
to railroad cars and steamboats. 

Washington, Aug 4— The Piosidont has 
directed tho issue of bonds and patent to tbe 
Central Pacific P.ailroad for another section 
of twenty miles, ei ding at tbe 178th mile 
east of Sacramento. 

Portland. Mo, Aug 4— Tho International 
Convention met 'to-day. 0olegates were 
present from oil parts of the country and 
from Canada. Tbe comraittoe on order of 
business reported tho following : 

1st For a railroad across the ooniinent. 

2nd For a lake and river canal for navi- 
gation. 

3rd For international and commercial re- 
lations. 

Jaiuos Taylor of St Pauls, {addressing the 
Convenlion, said tbe best road lo tbo sen 
without reshipmanl is what tho west wants, 
and hoped soon lo see tbo day when ship 
canals shall open to the St Lawrence a way 
to a position of Ibe great inland waters. In 
closing, ho alluded to tho great future rail- 
way across the territory to Paget Sound. A 
comraittoo was appointed to prepare resolu- 
tions on these subjects. 

Resolutions were adopted calling the 
early attention of Congress lo the eobjeot 
of free intercmrao wilh the Canadian Do- 
minion. The resolutions favor three con- 
tinental railways, one north, the other eouth 
of tbo great ceutral route ; and calling upon 
Congress to grant adequate aid to ensure 
these roads being built, and to favor the 
route to Puget Sound; also on the 35th par- 
allel.
